Heralded  as  the  project  that  will  put  Provo 
“head  and  shoulders’'  above  other  communities 
in  this  part  of  the  state,  groundbreaking 
ceremonies  were  conducted  Friday  for  the  $16- 
million  Excelsior  Hotel. 

Several  dignitaries  from  the  city,  county  and 
business  community,  as  well  as  about  200  spec¬ 
tators  attended  the  hour-long  event  in  the  park¬ 
ing  lot  at  100  N.  100  West.  When  completed,  the 
hotel  and  its  adjacent  parking  garage  will  occupy 
all  the  open  space  on  the  block. 

The  hotel  was  lauded  by  Mayor  James 
Ferguson  and  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
President  Art  Morris  as  a  project  that  will 
revitalize  the  downtown  area. 

“This  hotel  makes  us  head  and  shoulders 
above  any  other  city  in  this  part  of  the  state,” 
Morris  said. 

Ferguson  praised  the  citizens  of  Provo  and  the 
developers  of  the  hotel  for  supporting  the  project 
and  having  faith  in  the  community. 

“The  developers  are  stepping  out  with  a  little 


bit  of  a  risk,”  the  mayor  said.  “Without  their 
capital  this  project  couldn’t  take  place.” 

Robert  J.  Schwartz,  developer  of  the  hotel, 
said  it  took  the  constant  urging  of  Eugene 
Jacobs,  Provo’s  legal  consultant,  before  he  con¬ 
sidered  Provo. 

“He  spent  six  months  telling  me  where  it  was 
and  another  six  months  convincing  me  to  visit 
the  place,”  Schwartz  said.  “In  all  honesty  I  came 
just  to  get  him  off  my  back.” 

Schwartz  said  after  two  days  he  was 
“enthralled,  not  with  the  city,  but  with  the  peo¬ 
ple.  It  was  because  of  the  people  that  I  decided  to 
make  a  commitment,” 

Schwartz  also  stressed  the  poor  economy  and 
tight  credit  that  the  developers  have  had  to  fight 
and  told  the  crowd,  “This  is  not  just  a  happen- 

Commenting  on  the  risk  to  First  Security 
Bank,  which  is  financing  the  construction  loan, 
Schwartz  said,  “There’s  no  risk  for  them.  They 
already  own  my  children  and  everything  I’ll 
make  in  the  next  100  years.” 

Construction  on  the  hotel  is  scheduled  to  take 


about  15  months.  When  it  is  completed  it  will 
have  228  rooms,  dining  facilities  for  750  to  800 
people  and  a  408-space  parking  garage. 

Ron  Madsen,  redevelopment  director  for 
Provo,  said  the  hotel  should  provide  about  250 

Also  planned  with  the  hotel  is  an  arcade  lined 
with  shops,  which  will  connect  the  hotel  to  Cen¬ 
ter  Street.  The  building  in  the  middle  of  the 
block  between  University  Ave.  and  100  West, 
which  used  to  house  a  fabric  store,  will  be  tom 
down  to  create  the  arcade. 

The  hotel  will  be  part  of  a  chain  of  more  than 
900  hotels  and  motels  world  wide,  but  the  Provo 
hotel  is  only  the  third  Excelsior  to  be  built  in  the 
United  States. 

The  parent  company  of  the  hotel  is  Trust 
House  Forte  Ltd.,  which  is  an  international 
catering  group. 

Ferguson  said  the  project,  Which  has  been  in 
planning  for  five  years,  is  being  financed  through 
private  companies,  a  federal  block  urban 
development  grant  and  some  community 
development  block  grants.
